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England 


Getting Acquainted 


By Raymond B. DeRuisseau 
Currency 


Before wandering too far afield citing 
costs in pounds and pence, a quick look at 
British currency is in order. Except for 
the experienced traveller, a foreign 
money takes some getting used to. Pounds 
and pence sound much more complex than 
they are and one soon gets over the urge to 
hold out a hand full of coins for the clerk to 
make the right change. In the early 1970s 
Britain changed its currency which 
simplified the problem for foreign 
visitors. Realizing that tourism is a multi- 
million pound business, the logic is self- 
evident. 

Basically, there are 100 pence to the 
pound. The coins circulating are the half- 
pence (nowhere to be seen, a collector’s 
item now), the one pence, two pence, the 
shilling which is five pence, two shillings 
and 5 shillings which is the companion 
piece to our half-dollar. The pound is 
paper money in denominations of one, five 
and ten - we never dealt in anything 
larger. 

For conversion, the current rate of ex- 
change determines how much of our 
money it takes to buy a pound. While we 
were there we changed some American 
dollars at $1.765 for the devalued pound. 
The exchange rate fluctuates but banks 
have the current figure daily and issue a 
receipt with every transaction. Banks 
charge nothing for making the exchange 
though hotels do. Stores, as a general 
practice will not accept American money. 
Credit cards are widely accepted, though 
some well known name cards were refus- 
ed. 

Attempting to equate the pound and 
pence cost of an article with out own 
money became relatively simple toward 
the end of our visit. The cost in pounds and 
pence multiplied by two less 25¢ per pound 
or portion there-of gave a reasonably ac- 
curate American money cost. 

In one pub, the counter man confronted 
us with a charge of “‘two quid and twenty 
bob’’. No Problem. The quid is Britainese 
for our ‘‘buck’’ and the bob is our penny. 


Wheels 


For one from a nation on wheels, Britain 
seems like home with some exceptions. 
Cars are everywhere and they move fast. 
The British are very good drivers indeed, 
they have to be. The streets are mostly 
narrow but the cars are small. We saw no 
dented vehicles on the streets or roads, no 
rusted out cars, so common a sight on our 
local roads. The autos are compact and of 
about the same wheelbase. Four cylinders 
for longer intervals between visits to gas 
pumps. We noted many English Fords on 
the roads along with Austins, Morris, 
Vauxhalls, Audis, Triumphs and very few 
VWs. Occasionally the bystander will see 
a Rolls Royce, a Bentley and a Mercedes 
roll by but not too often. We did note, 
however, a long, shiny black Cadillac with 
two Shieks in full regalia ensconced in the 
back seat. The Cadillac bore the number 
tag USA No. 1. 

The small cars, as is common 
knowledge, are occasioned by the high 
cost of petrol which is dispensed at ser- 
vice centers like our filling stations. Very 
familiar names to us appear regularly: 
Texaco, Esso, Shell and even a Mobil tank 
truck. Petrol prices vary, just as they do 
here, but there is a difference. -Posted 
prices range from 82.9 pence to 89.9 pence 


for an Imperial gallon (five quarts). 
Equated to the American gallon that 
makes the price $1.35 per gallon as a mean 
average. 

Distances everywhere are posted in 
miles though we heard some rumblings 
about a change to kilometers. It didn’t 
sound popular there either. 

Of course, the British drive on the left 
hand side of the road. Knowledge of the 
fact does not aleviate the problems it 
poses for an American pedestrian. By 
nature we look to the left, it is ingrained. 
But, the driver is coming from the right as 
if he was on the long straight at Brands 
Hatch. It takes a while and all manner of 
caution to cross busy thoroughfares. 

Out of the cities one finds the equivalent 
of our super-highways but they are nothing 
like our Route 93, for instance. Four-lane 
highways (traffic going both ways) are 
called motorways and are posted for 60 
MPH. Divided highways are carriageways 
with the usual median strip. Cars travel at 
70 on these. Ordinary country roads are all 
hard surfaced and in some places resem- 
ble paved lanes. They are narrow and the 
rider wonders how h is big motorcoach is 
going to squeeze by that small car ap- 
proaching. /But they do. 

Bits of back home crept in as we took in 
the motoring scene. Noted on several oc- 
casions were cars parked on the wrong 
side of the road, facing oncoming traffic. 
It is galling here but more dangerous 
there. Another sign of the times was the 
appearance of the Self-Serve sign at ser- 
vice centers. The ploy has moved to Bri- 
tain. 

Taxis are interesting, all look the same, 
and are. They are numerous and handily 
available. Rigid, no fooling around in- 
spections guarantee cleanliness both in- 
side and outside. The drivers are 
periodically tested too, and are adept. 
Austin makes all the vehicles powered by 
a 2.5 litre, 6-cylinder Diesel engines which 
knock pronouncedly. Taxis average 30 to 
40 miles to the gallon, a driver told us 
depending on the run. Diesel fuel costs 
about 2/3 the price of petrol.In all big 
cities one can spot a cab at a glance. It 
seemed to us that the meter reading ap- 
proximated our costs here for like dis- 
tance. 

Cars may be rented from the firms we 
know so well here. But the one experience 
our group had with renting a car proved a 
nuisance. The intended driver finally 
wound up having to take a cab to the air- 
port (Birmingham) to pick up the rental. 
The cars are stick-shift and shifting with 
the left hand is not an American habit, and 
even though the clutch is in its normal

position the operation takes some getting 
used to. Avoidance of drifting to the right 
and taking one’s time at round-abouts 
(traffic circles) is recommended. 

But then, our English visitors to 
‘America probably have just as much fun 
with our way of doing things.

Wins Award 


Junior high school students are aware of 
the seriousness of the energy problem and 
are ready to help, a 13-year-old North An- 
dover girl wrote in an open letter to Presi- 
dent Carter. 

Her open letter to the President won 
Carrie McLoughlin of North Andover $500 
in a Conservation ’77 competition con- 
ducted by the Lawrence Division of Bay 
State Gas Companyy for seventh and 
eighth grade students. The contest drew 
1,130 essays. 

Carrie’s Hp was adjudged best of all 
the entries. She is a student at St. 
Michael’s School. 

In her letter, Carrie chided President 
Carter respectfully for overlooking 5,000,- 
000 junior high school students as being too 
young to be involved in solving the coun- 
try’s energy problems. 

She cited an amazing number of ways 
that a junior high schooler wastes energy 
in the course of a day. When multiplied by 
5 million students, this adds to a 
meaningful chunk of energy. Curbing this 
unnecessary waste could be helpful to the 
nation. 

“With all respect, Mr.. President, I 
assure you that we are aware of the 
seriousness of the energy problem and are 
ready to act responsibly.’’ Carrie wrote in 
asking if the 5,000,000 junior high school 
students were overlooked. 

“We are children, and we don’t work full 
time or vote, but we are citizens and we 
can help. Don’t you think, Mr. President, 
that if we are able to form good habits at 
this period of our lives they will become 
part of our attitude towards energy in the 
future.’’ 

Carrie pledged to do her utmost to save 
energy during her daily routine, and she 
advised President Carter that in his next 
TV address on energy he start with the 
words, ‘‘Junior high school students, this 
message is for you. I need your help.’”’ And 
Carrie concluded, ‘‘You’ll get it, Mr. 
President!’’ 

U. S. Rep. Paul Tsongas was one of the 
judges to select the winning essay in the 
competition. He was encouraged by the 
quality of the essays by the students, es- 
pecially since they can start a groundswell 
of public opinion regarding the energy 
problem. 

“If these are typical of youth’s un- 
derstanding of what we face, I can be 
more hopeful about the future. The quality 
of our lives in the years ahead will be 
determined more by energy than anything 
else with the possible exception of nuclear 
energy.”

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Arrest Reeord Is Poor 
Consultants Indicate 


Editor’s Note: This is the second ina series 
of articles based on a study of the Andover 
Police Department by a Washington, D. C., 
consulting firm. The study was undertaken 
after funds for it were approved by An- 
dover Town Meeting. Last week’s report 
concentrated on organization and patrol 
activities, this week’s on the Detective 
Investigative Division. 


One bit of good news was turned up by 
.the consulting firm in its recent study of 
the Andover Police Department: Andover 
enjoys a significantly lower rate of serious 
crime than neighbors North Andover, 
Methuen, Lawrence or Lowell. 

Although the overall crime rate here has 
increased since 1972, Public Administra- 
tion Service of Washington, D. C., 
reported that the rate of serious crimes 
against the person has increased very lit- 
tle in contrast to property crimes. 

And, contrary to local perception, PAS 
Says the rate of burglaries has remained 
essentially constant, with big increases 
occuring for larceny and auto theft. 

Part of the reason, they claim, is the 
character of Andover itself — middle to 
upper-class on the socio-economic scale 
and lacking in obvious slums. 

PAS does not, however, give any of the 
credit for the relatively low crime rate to 
an efficient police department. 


A Cause 
For Alarm 


One way to evaluate a police 
department’s effectiveness, they say, is to 
examine its record of clearing crimes — 
that is, when arrests have been made and 
charges filed against a suspect. 

And in that area they found Andover 
Police clearance rate ‘‘best characterized 
as unacceptable,’’ and ‘‘clearly cause for 
alarm.” 

While figures must be treated cautious- 
ly, they found Andover’s clearance rate 
for serious crimes had actually decreased 
in the last five years from 9.2 percent of 
total cases in 1972 to 6.5 percent in 1976, 
while the national clearance rate hovers 
between 20 and 25 percent. 

Arrests are another measure of police 
activity, and PAS found that a reduction of 
arrests appears to have occurred in An- 
dover in the face of an increase in crime. 

All this means, PAS says, an 
“immediate need to reevaluate current 
police methods and operational practice, 
not only in terms of patrol and support ser- 
vices, but in particular for in- 
vestigations.”’ 


Current 
Weaknesses 


PAS found that the Detective Division is 
now commanded by sergeant who reports 
directly to the chief of police, and three of- 
ficers whose title of ‘‘investigator’’ 
represents an assignment rather than a 
position, though investigators receive an 
extra $300 per year. 

One of the investigators receives a 
further $300 as a crime scene photographic 
services specialist. 


Investigators are now assigned to shifts 
that cover the periods between 9 a.m. to 1 
a.m. Tuesday through Saturday, and 5 


p.m. to 1 a.m. Sunday as well. A minimum 
staffing policy now requires that all in- 
vestigative shifts, including the 
sergeant’s, be filled with off-duty per- 
sonnel receiving authorized overtime. 
Investigators also work most cases on a 
two-man team basis. 

A reorganization plan outlined last week 
would make criminal investigations one 
part of a new Operations Division, along 
with patrol functions, while record- 
keeping, vehicles, property control, per- 
sonnel management, communications and 
the like would come under a Services Divi- 
sion (report due next week). Both 
divisions would be commanded by a cap- 
tain. 

Focusing overall command responsibili- 
ty for line operations on one individual, 
PAS says, will solve the current lack of 
coordination that exists between the near- 
ly autonomous patrol shifts and between 
patrol in general and investigations. 


Day-to-day operations in the Investiga- 
tion bureau would further be under super- 
vision of a sergeant, who would spend 
about one-third of his time working on 
cases. The bureau would also consist of 
three police officers assigned as in- 
vestigators, and PAS recommends con- 
tinuing the current practice of making in- 
vestigative appointments on an assign- 
ment rather than a position classification 
basis. 

However, PAS suggests the assignment 
to investigative work should not represent 
a promotion, and that the officer not 
receive an increase in compensation. 


PAS would also change the working 
hours to permit a ‘‘maximum 
availability,” and discontinue the current 
practice of assigning personnel after 10 
a.m. They also would modify weekend 


shift work, allowing the commander flex- . 


ibility to change schedules to meet case 
demands. 

The consultants further found ‘‘no 
justification’’ for continuing the practice 
of assigning two investigators to a case. In 
fact, they said, it inhibits evaluation of a 
single investigator’s performance and 
minimizes rather than maximizes 
available resources. Additional men could 
be assigned to a case when it merited such 
attention. 


Haphazard 
Assignment 


PAS also found that cases are assigned 
to the Detective Division in ‘‘an un- 
systematic and haphazard manner.” Some 
come from the chief, some from the in- 
vestigations commander after he’s 
reviewed the previous day’s radio log, 
some from a patrol commander. In other 
words, there’s no policy dictating which 
cases ought to be assigned for investiga- 
tion. 

Furthermore, many of the cases which 
are referred for investigation, ‘‘do not 
wearrant official action by the Detective 
Division,’’ PAS says, and could be handled 
instead by patrol officers. Cases are not 
assigned to individual officers for follow- 
up and no case management control 
records are kept. 


The Detective Division couldn’t provide 
the PAS consultants with any information 
on the number of cases currently under in- 


vestigation, the number of cases recently 
cleared, the number pending, or the status 
of any given case at a particular time. 

PAS recommends a new ritten policy 
and procedure for assigning cases for in- 
vestigation, and then the setting up of a 
case assignment log — a register of all 
cases referred to the Investigation Bureau 
for follow-up action. This would allow the 
supervisor to monitor the progress of 
cases and provide a logical basis for 
assigning further cases. PAS also called 
for monthly summary activity reports, 
and daily logs on which detectives would 
summarize their activities. 

Because of the amount of new 
paperwork that could be generated, PAS 
suggests that a full-time secretary may be 
necessary for the Investigation Bureau. 


Coordination 
With Patrtol 


Lack of coordination of investigation 
duties with patrol is shown in the fact that 
the former’s ‘‘ample supply of 
photographic equipment is not available 
for use by patrol, but is kept in the Detec- 
tive Division. Currently an investigator 
may be called to work during his off-duty 
hours to take photos of a crime scene or a 
traffic accident. Patrol vehicles are also 
not equipped with basic crime scene in- 
vestigation equipment. As a result, patrol 
officers are discouraged from performing 
basic crime scene work, such as evidence 
collection. 

PAS would instead put many of the 
routine investigative duties on- the 
shoulders of the patrolmen. Only in the 
most unusual or complex situations, they 
say, should investigators be required at 
the scene of the crime. 

They recommend each patrol cruiser 
have a basic evidence collection and 
photographic kit for use at crime scenes 
and serious traffic accidents as well. 
These would include a portable fingerprint 
kit, evidence tags and envelopes, tape 
measure and ruler, small instamatic 
camera with flash, narcotics filed test kit 
and casting materials. 

Finally, they recommend that a mug 
shot camera be permanently mounted on 
the wall in the booking area. There is no 
reason, PAS says, why patrol officers can- 
not take fingerprints and mug shots, which 
are now taken by an investigator, 
sometimes at the expense of unnecessary 
overtime pay. 

Another duty PAS would have taken on 


by the Criminal Investigation Bureau 


would be the court liaison functions 
currently handled by a day shift patrol 
lieutenant. Many of the duties, PAS says, 
are technically an extension of the in- 
vestigative process. 

Among duties would be preparation of 
subpoena requests, signing and delivery of 
all traffic complaints and other necessary 
paperwork to the court, returning court 
summons to the department for delivery 
or mailing, and some prosecution-related 
tasks for pending court cases, such as con- 
tacting witnesses and attorneys for the 
defendant and preparation of a calendar of 
upcoming cases for officers who must 
appear. The court liaison would still have 
cases to investigate.

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The Information 
Process 


Andover’s selectmen would probably do well to 
provide a rubber stamp to various town officials, boards 
and committees with the letters FYI imprinted thereon. 


The three-letter stamp could be applied to documents 
presented to the board and follow routine procedures 
practiced by many organizations. The letters designate 
For Your Information, and could produce an at- 
mosphere of understanding. 


The present board of selectmen has avowed an 
openness in their deliberations, and professed to give 
the town manager a free hand in management of the 
town 


But, in recent weeks, the distinction between 
providing information and getting into debating of 
issues, has become quite fine in appearance. 


It happened again this week when the selectmen were 
presented an updated report from the Conser- 
vation/Open Space Study committee. 

Reaction from some selectmen, principally Richard 
J. Bowen and Edward Harris, was what was the board 
to do with the report. 

Well, after considerable discussion, some bent 
feelings along the way, it was determined that the 
report was a working document to be used by the plan- 
ning board and the conservation commission in their 
future planning. If the selectmen had any comments or 
input, it would be welcome, it was pointed out by com- 
mittee members Mrs. Margaret Keck and Mrs. 
Virginia Hammond. 

Chairman Susan T. Poore explained that this board is 
attempting to be open and communicative with all town 
agencies and dispel a feeling that former boards were 
insular and not caring what town boards and committee 
were doing. 

The problem is not a new one, as the selectmen 
attempt to display and implement their rules and 
regulations adopted several months ago based on an 
open administration attitude. 

A few meetings ago the selectmen themselves 
became somewhat embroiled on when the town 


manager should be questioned on some of his actions. 

Selectman are still working on a policy of when they 
want to be informed, or not informed, about the 
manager seeking transfers from the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Monday’s problem probably stems from a meeting 
with recreation/community school board members 
when they appeared before selectmen prior to town 
meeting urging support for a special article. 

They informed the board that they viewed their role 
as being one of advocacy in their insistence on getting 
support for a road to recreation park. 

One selectmen referred to their position as being 
either ‘‘stubborn or stupid,’”’ to which a rec committee 
member took umbrage and said he felt the position of 
the board was being ‘‘adamant and adroit.”’ 

Whatever, we view the selectmen’s attempt to be 
open as commendable. Their effort to determine roles 
as being exemplary. We think that now, the main thrust 
of building their new image, should be concentrated on 
diplomacy. 

The diplomatic route goes for both the selectmen and 
those involved in presentation of informational issues. 
Removal of any suspicions on both parts would be 
beneficial. 

Lately when these informational procedures have 
been presented, they have been accompanied with all 
the tact of a train wreck. 

Selectmen have said from time to time, they have no 
quarrel with a particular point, but would like some ad- 
ditional information, or a determination of what role 
they should play. 

Often, the board, committee, or agent, views this as 
probing or critical. 

Diplomatic role-playing on both sides, an understan- 
ding of what is being attempted, would go a long way in 
removing misunderstandings, controversy and_ ill- 
feeling. 

It’s not that difficult an attribute to come by, but a 
necessary component to good community effort by 
dedicated volunteers in the town’s service. 


Down The Years With The Townsman

smallpox. 


A small sized cyclone did considerable 
damage to crops and property in West An- 
dover Monday afternoon.

space _ scientists 
have come up with a fu- 
turistic scheme, for exam- 
ple, to supply the United 
tates with all the energy it 
needs from outer space. 
It’s a type of solar energy 
with a "Star Wars’ twist. 

The National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administra- 
tion would like to launch 20 
giant satellites which 
would transform sunlight 
into electricity. The scien- 
tists claim that 20 satel- 
lites, microwaving the en- 
ergy to earth, would be 
enough to supply the entire 
nation. 

The solar-electric satel- 
lites would resemble enor- 
mous’ venetian blinds.

DeSpirito 
Handicap 
at Rock 


There are only three stakes events in 
North America named after former riders 
and two of them are run eachsummer at 
Rockingham Park. The Henry Wajda 
Memorial Handicap is coming up this 
Saturday, August 13. 

DeSpirito was a native of nearby 
Lawrence, Mass., and zoomed to national 
prominance in 1952 when he rode a record 
number of 390 winners at the age of 16. 
Like the modern-day apprentice sensation 
Steve Cauthen, DeSpirito became well 
know for his riding exploits and appeared 
on the Ed Sullivan Television show shortly 
after his record setting feat. 

Despite an injury plagued career, 
DeSpirito rode until 1973 when he retired 
from the saddle to embark on a career asa 
racing official. He died suddenly at the 
age of 39 in 1975. 

The Despirito Memorial was run last 
year for the first time at Rockingham, but 
was the continuation of a three-year-old 
event formerly names the Rainbow Han- 
dicap. 

This year the value of the Despirito has 
been raised to $20,000-added and the race 
is expected to attract a top field of three- 
year-olds. 

The rivalry between the Pallard Stable’s 
Mr. Cornerstone and B.A. Dario’s Man of 
Mystery is expected to continue in the 
DeSpirito. The pair of sophomores have 
faced each other three times so far this 
summer at Rock and have one victory 
each.
